gan, in un address delivered Monday on tbo 
occasion of his canonical visitation to the 
Church ot tho Sacred Heart, in Wist Fifty- 
fii-st street, mada declarations which were in- 
terpreted as roplfcs to recent arguments by 
Dr. McO-lynn, though bo mentioned no namo. 
Tho ni-chliisliop said two errors wore widely 
prevalent at tbo present time. Tho first was 
the idea tliat private ownership of land was 
unjust. This was contrary both to philosophy 
and common sense and to tho teachings ot '.ho 
church. Those who claimed that land, like 
sunshine and air, being God's gift, was equally 
tho property of all, overlooked the difference 
between those things, namely: That sun and 
air can not bo reduced to privato possession, 
as land can. Ho cited tbo condition. oC the 
Indians as showing tho result of common own- 
ership in land. Ho also said tho idea of com- 
mon right to tlio benefits of land was con- 
trary to papal d»crea and to tbe ordinances of 
God. 


Tho second error was that tbo popo had tbe 


right to command and to be obeyed only in mat- 
ters ot faith and morals, and when spaiking 
excathedra as the infallible head o" Jtha 
church. This idea, said tho archbishop, hod 
been decreed false by the Vatican, who had 
ordered that "if any ono should say that tbo 
pope has a right to command in matters of 
faith and morals and not in discipline, lot 
him bo nnathama."
